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Many Medical Advances Seen In Years Ahead 


Almost all the people in every commun­ 
ity are interested in what medicine is do­ 
ll)^ and what advances are being made 
from year to year. 
This can be attested by the fact that 
whenever most any group, men or wom­ 
e n , get together for social conversation, 
somebody’s illness or their own, or gener­ 
al health conditions, are a part of the talk, 
With the new year of 1958, all manner of 
predictions have appeared in one form or 
another. A significant and interesti n g 
prognostication came forth in a recent is­ 
sue of the American Medical Association 
Journal, written bv Dr. Julian P. Price, a 
rn 
" 
practising physician and an AMA trustee. 
He forecasts a number of the changes that 
are expected to take place in medicine, 
some probably within the next decade, 
other perhaps within 25 to 30 years. 
While a great many people are sincere 
in their belief that the best care of the 
sick, as a general rule, has come through 
the old reliable general practitioner — 
“the family doctor,” there has been a 
noticeable growing trend toward speciali­ 
zation. Dr. Price’s article supports this 
view. 
He contends that there will be an in-* 
crease in group practices in clinics which 
are staffed and equipped to furnish com­ 
plete care for the ambulatory patient. At 
the same time, a new type of general 
practitioner will emerge to care for those 
w ho want individual physicians for them­ 


selves and their families. His work will 
consist of internal medicine, pediatrics 
and psychiatry, with office procedures in 
orthopedics, gynecology and surgery. 
The hospital building program will con­ 
tinue, with the emphasis on more hos­ 
pitals in suburban areas and the smaller 
communities of the country. The large 
metropolitan hospitals will add special 
wings for the care of the convalescent, the 
chronically ill, and the patient who needs 
rehabilitation. 
On the scientific side of medicine, there 
will also be many changes, Dr. Price pre­ 
dicts, Due to the increasing number of 
older people, degenerative diseases will 
become of greater and greater concern to 
the physician. Most of the communicable 
diseases, tuberculosis included, w-ill prob­ 
ably be eradicated. Leukemia and certain 
types of cancer will be curable. Diabetes 
wull be treated without injections. Various 
mental diseases will be controlled through 
drugs. 
There will be better understanding of all 
manner of physical plagues— arterioscl­ 
erosis, coronary disease, 
hypertension, 
and so on. And electronics and atomic 
energy will be used extensively in the di­ 
agnosis and treatment of disease. 
It is a bright prospect that Dr. Price 
presents. There can be small doubt that 
independent private medicine will achieve 
these and perhaps many other great med­ 
ical goals.

tral American and South Ameri­ 
can countries respond sensitively 
to public opinion, often expressed 
in the guise of rebellion, and it 
certainly is true of F r a n c e 
where no government can last 
long because of the vagaries of 
public opinion, however devised. 
Nor can it be substantiated that 
“delegation of power and of con­ 
fidence is the equivalent of tak­ 
ing action.” Were it so this would 
be an absolute monarchy. 
The most recent of President 
Eisenhower'! press conferences, 
in which he slapped down a re­ 
porter for a question on J o h n 
Foster Dulles, showed how those 
who possess actual and Consti­ 
tutional power need not wor r y 
;ibout whether their views repre­ 
sent a delegation of public confi­ 
dence. 
However, what is brought o u t 
here is that public opinion is both 
wooed and raped in the United 
States and that it is the function 
of public relations to do both. 
John Hill, his Calvinistic up­

tion or a trade association t h e 
policy advice by which they get 
a good name as quite proper. 
He says: 
“ Thus corporate public r e I a- 
tions may be described as the 
management f u n c t i o n which 
gives the 
same organized and 
careful attention to the asset of 
good will as is given to any oth­ 
er major asset of the business.” 
That, after all, is what a gal 
like Kva 
Bartok wants—g o o d 
will. And to many in the foren­ 
sic occupations it is worth mil­ 
lions of dollars the same as for 
a corporation. 
In a word, it is a bit snooty 
to assume that there is some­ 
thing superior about the corpor­ 
ation. although there are those 
who believe it and become very' 
stuffy when it is suggested that 
selling soap or gasoline or steel 
is nothing more important than 
selling a voice on the movies or 
a body in a night club. 
What it comes to is that if 
there is a demand there is a sup­ 
ply and the profit is greater if 
the demand is greater titan the 
supply. 
All the good will in the world 
will not help the United States 
Steel Corp. sell steol during a 
depression, and that was shown 
in the last depression when the 
United States government went 
to the aid

Grist Mills Once Business Centers

One of the earliest grist mills in 
Fayette 
County was 
erected on 
Paint Creek at Rock Mills, where 
a brush and log dam was thrown 
across the stream IOO yards up­ 
stream from the present bridge. A 
log null building was erected in 
1817 and 1818 


To supply a long-felt need, W al­ 
ter and Jam es Y e o m a n con­ 
structed the dam , mill and mill 
race, and fitted the crude long 
mill with m achinery for grinding 
wheat and corn, and for sawing 
lumber. 


The venture was a success from 
the beginning, and the two men 
had all of the grinding and sawing 
they could do. 
So great was the num ber of cus­ 
tom ers that they som etim es w ait­ 
ed a week before their turn cam e, 
although capacity of the mill was 
IOO bushels of w heat daily.

Sam uel Day first operat e d the 
mill when it fell into the hands of 
the Day fam ily, and then Losson 
Day, a son, was the

After Losson ceased to operate 
the Rock Mills venture, his broth­ 
ers. Addison and Clint, took it over 
and w ere the last persons to keep 
it in operation. 
The saw mill, which was form ­ 
erly a part of the mill, appears to 
have been discontinued when the 
new fram e structure was built. 
The old stone foundation of the 
mill still stands, mute evidence 
of days when the structure was 
one of the most im portant spots 
in southern Fayette County, and 
a great gathering place for people 
of the eom m unity.

THE EDGE of part of the m ill­ 
stone protrudes from under t h e 
west end of the concrete steps lead­ 
ing into the Frank H arper store, 
and the rem ainder of the s t o n e, 
which was six to 2ight feet in d ia­ 
m eter, is owned by Frank G airing- 
cr, and is on this prem ises in Rock 
Mills. 


The site of the old mill is now 
owned by Leslie Sollars.

OAKLAND, Calif. UU — A Navy 
Tradew ind which crashlanded at 
A lam eda N aval Air Station F ri­ 
day claim ed a new Honolulu-Ala 
m eda speed record for seaplanes 
despite loss of one engine. 
None of the 17 on the training 
m ission w as hurt as 
the 
plane 
slam m ed into the breakw ater aft­ 
er landing in San F rancisco Bay. 
About 350 m iles from the m ain­ 
land, one of the 
propellers 
was 
thrown by its 5,500-horsepow er jet 
turbine engine, slashing a hole in 
the hull below the w aterline. 
The Navy said the T radew ind’s 
I hours and 54 m inutes bettered 
the old record for a seaplane, also 
•et by a Tradew ind, at 6 hours and 
54 minutes. 


$10,000 Fire 


Destroys Barn 


Sow, 17 Pigs Killed 
Af Cockerill Farm 


Greenfield firem en fought nearly 
two hours to put 
out 
a 
$10,000 
blaze that destroyed a 60 by 30 foot 
bam on the Robert Cockerill farm , 
W alnut Creek Rd., Friday night. 
A sow and 17 pigs were de­ 
stroyed in the fire, which was 
started by an electric heater left 
lr the bam to keep the p i g s 
warm. 
Firem en succeeded in getting the 
blaze under control before it spread 
to a tenant house next door, oc­ 
cupied by Mr. and Mrs. Wendell 
Kimball. 
The first alarm went in at 5:27 
p. rn. Greenfield tanker and pum p­ 
er crews succeeded in insulat i n g 
the fire from the house within 20 
m inutes after they arrived, b u t 
they w eren’t back in the fire house 
until after 8 p. rn. 
Tanker and pumper c r e w s 
from the Concord . Green Twp. 
volunteer fire depart nent stood 
by, but were not pressed i n t o 
service. 
Equipm ent lost in the blaze in­ 
cluded a com bine, a grain drill, a 
three - bottom tractor plow, a corn 
cultivator and about one thousand 
bales of hay and straw . Cockerill, 
who is a Fayette County Com m is­ 
sioner, said the loss was partially 
covered by insurance. 
• • • 


NINE HEAD of cattle and two 
sheep were saved from the barn, 
along with four of five sows in the 
barn when the blaze broke out. The 
fifth was taken out, but she went 
back when she 
heard her pigs 
squealing, Cockerill said. 
Despite quick service by th e 
C r e e nfield 
department, 
fire 
spread so fast that the barn roof 
caved in just minutes after t h e 
first crews arrived. 
Cockerill said •'’some kind” of 
bam wi 11 be constructed on t h e 
property, although he said it will 
not be done until sum m er. Stock 
will be stored elsew here on h i t 
farm holdings until then, he said.

RIO DE JANEIRO (JU-Rio de 
Janeiro’s millions 
are 
preparing 
for carnival tim e. 
The world fam ous carnival, with 
its pulse-quickening sam bas, scan­ 
ty costum es and lack 
of 
inhibi­ 
tions, is to m any Brazilians a m a­ 
jor reason for existence. 
The three-day carnival actual­ 
ly won’t begin until Feb. 15. But 
since the first of the year, groups 
of dancers 
have 
been 
parading 
through 
the 
heavily 
populated 
Copacabana area, stopping traffic, 
beating drum s and singing popu­ 
lar carnival songs. 
The preview is nothing com par­ 
ed to what is to come. Many Rio 
citizens will be spending money 
sav«d for a w hile year for elabor­ 
ate carnival costum es. The costum ­ 
ed Rio citizens, called cariocas, 
will pour into the streets Feb. 15 
for celebrations m arking the pre- 
Lenten period. All traffic in the 
center of the city will halt. 
The police, probably the only 
ones who dread carnival, have al­ 
ready issued their stern rules, not 
likely to be fully enforced. 
Those dressed in Bikini bathing 
suits and shorts will not be allow 
ed to attend the many carnival 
dances scheduled every night, so 
say the police. But, in the past, 
the beauties, only a few stitches 
away from total exposure, h a v e 
smiled their way past police. 
As one Brazilian put it: “ C arni­
